The Elba City Board of Education and The Coffee County 
Board of Education recently announced the free meal, free 
milk and reduced-price meal policy for school children unable 
to pay the full price of meals served in schools under the 
National School Lunch, Schoo) Breakfast and Special Milk Pro- 
grams. 

Local school officials‘ have adopted the following family- 
size income criteria for use in determining eligibility. 

Children from families whose income is at or below those 
shown are eligible for free meals, free milk and/or reduced- 
price meals. In addition, families not meeting this criteria 
but with other unusual expenses due to unusually high medical 
expenses, shelter costs in excess of 30 per cent of income, spe- 
cial education expenses due to the mental or physical condition 
of a child, and disaster or casualty losses are urged to apply. 

They may do so by filling in the application forms sent home 
with a letter to parents. Additional copies are available at 
the principal’s office in each school. The information provided 
en the application will be confidential and will be used only for 
Whe purpose of determining eligibility. Applications may be 
submitted any time during the school year.

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Defense Must Not Bear Entire Load As We Pare 


Fat From The Federal Budget 


During the few weeks since 
President Ford's inauguration, 
Congress has been showing a 
hopeful move toward fiscal re- 
Straint. Just last week the 
Senate Appropriations Commi 
ttee moved to cut away new 
and fancy spending programs 
and to pare fat from existing 
programs in an effort to meet 
a goal of cutting $10 billion 
from the overall budget, a goal 
which was set in a bill of which 
lama co-sponsor. ~ 


One example of the Commit- 
tee’s action is its recommen 
dation to cut $1.1 billion out of 
the request for funds for the 
Health, Education, and Welfare 
and Labor Departments. Al 
though this represents only 
about a one percent reduction, 
it is important that the cuts 
were recommended at all for 
these departments which, inthe 
past, have received more ofthe 
taxpayers money from the lib- 
eral spenders inthe Senate than 
was requested by the depart- 
ments themselves 

But, while one subcom- 
mittee was cutting the HEW 
and Labor requests by one per- 
cent, another subcommittee 
was slashing almost six percent 
out of the Department of De- 
fense appropriation bill 

This is particularly dis- 
turbing when we realize that it 
would take $86 billion just to 
Stay even with defense spending 
last year. Yet the Senate is ask- 
ed by the Committee to reduce 
defense to $82 billion. 

I don’t think that there is 
any question that there is fat in 
the Federal budget, even in the 


defense requests, and this fat 
should not be immune to the 
Congressional . paring knife as 
we strive for economy in gov 
ernment, But it is imperative 
that we not reduce unduly our 
military posture to the point 
where our strength would not be 
a deterrent to our enemies 

During the past vear lib- 
erals often have been highly 
critical of my efforts to prevent 
the Senate from legislating 
Spending programs and fiscal 
policy by attaching non-ger- 
mane amendments to bills on 
the Senate floor, thus by pass- 
ing the analysis, expertise and 
advice of the proper commit- 
tees. Yet, during the past six 
fiscal years, those liberal 
spenders in Congress have 
added more than $40 billion to 
Federal spending by floor 
amendments That is what I 
have been opposing and will 
continue to oppose. 

An important part of the 
fight against inflation lies in 
the willingness of Congress to 
defer programs which may be 
desirable but which are not 
absolutely essential. The coun- 
try cannot afford luxuries while 
Striving to cure the deadly dis- 
ease of inflation 

But we cannot balance the 
budget just by taking the de- 
fense bill and saying we will 
take from defense whatever it 
takes to balance the budget. 

The first priority is the 
defense of our country. If we 


_ cannot defend our country; if 


we cannot preserve it, we can- 
not have the blessings of lib- 
erty and freedom that we enjoy 
today. 


Senator Sparkman 
Answers Questions 


Dear Senator Sparkman: | vio- 
lently object to thé senseless 
sinking of Liberty Ships for 
use as fishing reefs at a time 
when our nation is fast running 
out of high grade iron ore and 
scrap steel. R. M. Birmingham. 


Sparkman: At the time the law 
was passed in the 92nd Con- 
gress, which authorized the 
sinking of such ships for use 
as fishing reefs, there did not 
exist such a scarcity as we 
in recent months. 
With the domestic and world- 
wide demand for scrap metal 
being what it is, your concern 
over the matter is indeed legit- 
imate. In this regard, I have 
instructed a member of my 
Staff to study the problem, with 
the objective of possibly mod- 
ifying the existing law relating 
to the disposal of Liberty Ships. 
It is possible of course that 
artificial fishing reefs may be 
constructed from other types 
of discarded materials not now 
being reclaimed. 


Dear Senator Sparkman: Now 
that you have expressed your 
desire to become Chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, I wonder if 
your could consider placing 
me on your staff as a foreign 
affairs specialist? J.P., Athens 


Sparkman: Although I intendto 
chair the Foreign Relations 
Committee, I will have very 
little to say about whom we em- 
ploy. This is done through a 
Personnel Subcommittee. 
More-over, I have already re- 
ceived literally thousands of 
requests such as yours. Add- 
itionally, there is very little 
turnover on the Committee and 
there is little chance that any 
vacancies will occur inthenear 
future. Be this as it may, I 
am sending your resume to 
the Committee in order that 
your name be considered should 
a vacancy occur. 


Dear Senator Sparkman: | just 
want you to know that, in my 
opinion, the resignation of 
President Nixon was a sad 


event. What are your thoughts 
on this? J.S., Birmingham 


Sparkman: The President’s re- 
Signation is a tragic thing but 
in his own mind, apparently, a 
necessity resulting from events 
and deeds which he now recog- 
nizes as being wrong. The re- 
velations of additional tapes 
on August 5 causes many Con- 
gressional 
President to become convinced 
of his involvement in the cover- 
up of Watergate and the ob- 
struction of Justice. I regret 
to see all of this happen in our 
country, but I regret even more 
the things which made resigna- 
tion necessary. 


Dear Senator Sparkman: It is 
shocking to find out that I 

am unable to obtain aninsured 
student loan from my local 
bank, nor can I get a direct 
student loan from the financial 

aid office at the college I at- 

tend. Is there a Federal cut- 

back in these programs? J.R., 

Auburn. 


Sparkman: There has been no 
cutback in the area of student 
loans, but there is a problem. 
Under the federally insured 
student loan program, com- 
mercial banks are insured 
against default by the student; 
however, even though this is 
the case, many banks only 
make a limited number of 
commitments for such loans 
and once they lend the full 
amount of their commitment, 
they do not go beyond this 
level. Such loans, I am told, 
are on a first come, first 
served basis and many stu- 
dents wait too late to apply 
for such loans. 

The National Direct Student 
Loan Program is a loan sys- 
tem whereby each student fi- 
nancial aid office is allotted 
a fixed amount of Federal 
funds to be lent to students at 
7%. From the standpoint of 
the student, this is a bargain, 
but these funds only go so far 
and, as with the insured loan 
program, many students apply 
too late -- after the money 
supply has been exhausted.

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Progress Of 
Coftee County 


Soil Survey 


The Coffee County Soil Sur 
vey Party has been making 
soils maps of Coffee County 
since July, 1972. The party 
consists of two Soil Scientist-- 


Joel Childs, and MacArthur 
Harris, 
These soil scientists have 


been conducting two types of 
soils mappings in the county: 
Detail mapping, and Reconnai- 
ssance mapping The detail 
mapping is used for moderate 
land-use planning--such as 
tentative guides for cropland 
planning, woodland planning, 
recreation areas, planning for 
housing andindustry. However, 
detail mapping will not replace 
on-site investigation for spec- 
ific plots of land. Reconnai- 
ssance mapping is done in 
highly complex wooded areas 
that are difficult to map. This 
type of mapping should be used 
for a very broad scope of plan- 
ning. During the periodof July, 
1972 through July, 1974 there 
has been 209,810 acres of 
detailed soil survey mapped, 
and 31,610 acres of reconnais- 
sance type of soil survey made 
At present, 241,420 acres has 
been mapped, leaving a total of 
191,860 remaining acres. 

Coffee County has a wide 
range of contrasting soils. 
Ranging from the red gulling 
soils in the southeast portion 
of the county, to the yellowish 
red and yellow soils found inthe 
central part of the county to 
the red clayey, rolling hills in 
the northern portion of the 
county. Anyone desiring soils 
interpretation information for 
their property should contact 
the Soil Conservation Office in 
New Brockton,

SEED STORAGE 


We get quite a few calls for 
information on protecting small 
quantities of beans, peas, pop- 
corn, and watermelon seed 
from insect damage. Dr. Gene 
Strother at Auburn gives the 
following information on stor- 
ing and treating these seeds: 
1. Treat by fumigation: Use 
ethylene dichloride. Sprinkle 
one teaspoon for a gallon jar. 
Put the seed in the jar. Close 
tightly for 72 hours. At the 
end of this period open and air 
thoroughly. Store in insect- 
proof, tight jars or cans. Cau- 
tion: Don’t inhale the fumes 
from this material. 

2. Treat by freezing: Place 
small container of seed in 
freezer. Hold in freezer for 
7 days. Then store in insect- 
proof jars or cans. 

3. Treat by heating: Place 
in warm oven. Set oven at 
145 degrees and warm for 25-30 
minutes. Store seed in tight 


jar.

Peo- 
ple drink coffee for other rea- 
sons. Based on the high cost 
of coffee, milk is certainly an 
exceptionally good buy. 
POND WEED CONTROL 


Earl F. Kennamer, our fish 
and wildlife specialist at Au- 
burn, wrote to me recently 
about controlling weeds in 
ponds with the whiteamur. The 
following is part of his letter. 

“lam more convinced than 
ever that white amur are the 
best answer to biological con- 
trol of rooted underwater pond- 
weeds and floating algae. An 
88-acre lake in one county was 
recently stocked with 10 pounds 
white amur per acre, with fish 
ranging from 8 inches to 4 
pounds each. The county Ex- 
tension chairman is most enth- 
usiastic about results, even a 
few weeks after stocking. He 
says you can actually see fish 
rise to the surface, pull down 
a sprig of coontail and snap it 
off. This lake has been one 
of my worst problems and I have 
had to visit it three times in 
the last seven years to recom- 
mend chemical control, which 
has failed to check weed growth 
permanently. Chemical control 
costs more per acre annually 
than one stocking of white amur, 
and this fish has a life expec- 
tancy of 12 to 15 years.”

SAFETY 


This week is probably the 
most dangerous week in the 
whole year froma traffic stand- 
point. Several dozen school 
buses will be back on the road.

Farmersare getting 
trailers, combines, trucks and 
other equipment ready for the 
harvest and are using the high- 
ways. The harvest season is 
approaching, and many farmers 
are preoccupied with problems 
associated with lack of rainfall 
and the harvesting. 

Usually, accidents occur the 
first few days of the harvest 
season. People are changing 
Seasons, so to speak, and their 
daily routine changes. I believe 
this helps to bring about more 
accidents. I hope that every 
Coffee Countian will make ‘an 
effort to drive carefully by 
watching children closely and 
by being alert when meeting or 
passing farm machinery on the 
roads. By being extra careful, 
we have a much better chance 
of avoiding traffic accidents.

‘Hoist plants Make Good 


Dean 


Recent trends and changes 
in living style in the United 
States have caused an increase 
in the use of houseplants for 
decorating homes, says Mrs 
Sara Hutchinson, Coffee County 
Extension Home Agent. 

“Using plants inside build- 
ings has become not only fas- 
hionable but necessary,” says 
Mrs. Hutchinson. “Architects 
and interior decorators realize 
that plants create an atmos- 
phere of warmth and life that 
adds to the home environment 
So, contemporary homes and 
buildings are now being de- 
Si, ned to include locations suit- 
able for living plants.”

More conventionally de 
Signed homes can also benefit 
from using houseplants as de 
corations, notes Mrs. Hutch- 
inson, However, since less 
thought may have been given 
to decorating with plants in 
doors when these structures 
were designed, the choice of 
good locations for plants may 
be more limited, 

There are many plants, 
however, that can be grown 
under less than perfect con 
ditions, adds Mrs. Hutehin 
son, Some plants, suchas Chin 
ese, evergreen, jade plant, 
English ivy and wandering Jew, 
can be grown in water And, 
among plants that will with 
stand the most adverse house 
conditions and abuse are phil- 
odendron, peperomia, rubber 
plants, dracaena and the snake 
plant. These plants are good 
choices for locations with poor 
light and low humidity And 
they can add both beauty and 
atmosphere to your home with 
a minimum of care 

Mrs. Hutchinson explains 
that there are now many uses 
for plants in indoor landseap 
ing. They range from extensive 
covered malls in shopping ar 
eas, through commercial and 
public building interiors to 
modern homes wih large ex 
panses 01 vlass.

Defense Must Not Bear Entire Load As We Pare 


Fat From The Federal Budget 


During the few weeks since 
President Ford's inauguration, 
Congress has been showing a 
hopeful move toward fiscal re- 
straint. Just last week the 
Senate Appropriations Commi- 
ttee moved to cut away new 
and fancy spending programs 
and to pare fat from existing 
programs in an effort to meet 
a goal of cutting $10 billion 
from the overall budget, a goal 
which was set in a bill of which 
lam aco-sponsor. — 


One example of the Commit- 
tee's action is its recommen- 
dation to cut $1.1 billion out of 
the request for funds for the 


Health, Education, and Welfare 
and Labor Departments. Al- 
though this represents only 


about a one percent reduction, 
it is important that the cuts 
were recommended at all for 
these departments which, inthe 
past, have received more ofthe 
taxpayers money from the lib- 
eral spenders inthe Senate than 
was requested by the depart- 
ments themselves 

But, while one subcom- 
mittee was cutting the HEW 
and Labor requests by one per- 
cent, another subcommittee 
was Slashing almost six percent 
out of the Department of De- 
fense appropriation bill 

This is particularly dis- 
turbing when we realize that it 
would take $86 billion just to 
stay even with defense spending 
last year. Yet the Senate is ask- 
ed by the Committee to reduce 
defense to $82 billion 

I don’t think that there is 
any question that there is fatin 
the Federal budget, even in the 


defense requests, and this fat 
should not be immune to the 
Congressional . paring knife as 
we strive for economy in gov- 
ernment. But it is imperative 
that we not reduce unduly our 
military posture to the point 
where our strength would not be 
a deterrent to our enemies 

During the past year lib- 
erals often have been highly 
critical of my efforts to prevent 
the Senate from legislating 
spending programs and fiscal 
policy by attaching non-ger- 
mane amendments to bills on 
the Senate floor, thus by pass- 
ing the analysis, expertise and 
advice of the proper commit- 
tees. Yet, during the past six 
fiscal years, those liberal 
spenders in Congress have 
added more than $40 billion to 
Federal spending by floor 
amendments. That is what I 
have been opposing and will 
continue to oppose 

An important part of the 
fight against inflation lies in 
the willingness of Congress to 
defer programs which may be 
desirable but which are not 
absolutely essential. The coun- 
try cannot afford luxuries while 
striving to cure the deadly dis- 
ease of inflation 

But we cannot balance the 
budget just by taking the de- 
fense bill and saying we will 
take from defense whatever it 
takes to balance the budget. 

The first priority is the 
defense of our country. If we 
cannot defend our country; if 
we cannot preserve it, we can- 
not have the blessings of lib- 
erty and freedom that we enjoy 
today 


Senator Sparkman 
Answers Questions 


Dear Senator Sparkman: | vio- 
lently object to the senseless 
sinking of Liberty Ships for 
use as fishing reefs at atime 
when our nation is fast running 
out of high grade iron ore and 
scrap steel. R. M. Birmingham. 


Sparkman: At the time the law 
was passed in the 92nd Con- 
gress, which authorized the 
sinking of such ships for use 


as fishing reefs, there did not, 


exist such a scarcity as we 
recent months 
With the domestic and world- 
wide demand for scrap metal 
being what it is, your concern 
over the matter is indeed legit- 
imate. In this regard, I have 
instructed a member of my 
staff to study the problem, with 
the objective of possibly mod- 
ifying the existing law relating 
to the disposal of Liberty Ships. 
It is possible of course that 
artificial fishing reefs may be 
constructed from other types 
of discarded materials not now 
being reclaimed. 


Dear Senator Sparkman: Now 
that you have expressed your 
desire to become Chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, I wonder if 
your could consider placing 
me on your staff as a foreign 
affairs specialist? J.P., Athens 


Sparkman: Although I intendto 
chair the Foreign Relations 
Committee, I will have very 
little to say about whom we em- 
ploy. This is done through a 
Personnel Subcommittee. 
More-over, I have already re- 
ceived literally thousands of 
requests such as yours. Add- 
itionally, there is very little 
turnover on the Committee and 
there is little chance that any 
vacancies will occur inthenear 
future. Be this as it may, I 
am sending your resume to 
the Committee in order that 
your name be considered should 
a vacancy occur. 


Dear Senator Sparkman: | just 
want you to know that, in my 
opinion, the resignation of 
President Nixon was a sad 


event. What are your thoughts 
on this? J.S., Birmingham 


Sparkman: The President's re- 
signation is a tragic thing but 
in his own mind, apparently, a 
necessity resulting from events 
and deeds which he now recog- 
nizes as being wrong. The re- 
velations of additional tapes 
on August 5 causes many Con- 
gressional supporters of the** 
President to become convinced 
of his involvement in the cover- 
up of Watergate and the ob- 
struction of Justice. I regret 
to see all of this happen in our 
country, but I regret even more 
the things which made resigna- 
tion necessary. 


Dear Senator Sparkman: It is 
shocking to find out that I 

am.unable to obtain aninsured 
student loan from my local 
bank, nor can I get a direct’ 
student loan from the financial 

aid office at the college I at- 

tend. Is there a Federal cut- 

back in these programs? J.R., 

Auburn. 


Sparkman: There has been no 
cutback in the area of student 
loans, but there is a problem. 
Under the federally insured 
student loan program, com- 
mercial banks are insured 
against default by the student; 
however, even though this is 
the case, many banks only 
make a limited number of 


‘commitments for such loans 


and once they lend the full 
amount of their commitment, 
they do not go beyond this 
level. Such loans, I am told, 
are on a first come, first 
served basis and many stu- 
dents wait too late to apply 
for such loans. 

The National Direct Student 
Loan Program is a loan sys- 
tem whereby each student fi- 
nancial aid office is allotted 
a fixed amount of Federal 
funds to be lent to students at 
7%. From the standpoint of 
the student, this is a bargain, 
but these funds only go so far 
and, as with the insured loan 
program, many students apply 
too late -- after the money 
supply has been exhausted.

POND WEED CONTROL 


Earl F. Kennamer, our fish 
and wildlife specialist at Au- 
burn, wrote to me recently 
about controlling weeds in 
ponds with the whiteamur. The 
following is part of his letter. 

“I am more convinced than 

ever that white amur are the 
best answer to biological con- 
trol of rocfed underwater pond- 
weeds and floating algae. An 
88-acre lake in one county was 
recently stocked with 10 pounds 
white amur per acre, with fish 
ranging from 8 inches to 4 
pounds each. The county Ex- 
tension chairman is most enth- 
usiastic about results, evena 
few weeks after stocking. He 
says you can actually see fish 
rise to the surface, pull down 
a sprig of coontail and snap it 
off. This lake has been one 
of my worst problems and I have 
had to visit it three times in 
the last seven years to recom- 
mend chemical control, which 
has failed to check weed growth 
permanently. Chemical control 
costs more per acre annually 
than one stocking of white amur, 
and this fish has a life expec- 
tancy of 12 to 15 years.” 
If you would like to have 
more detailed information on 
this, write to me at P. O. Box 
148, in New Brockton.

Two very important factors should be taken into account 
when Elba's 1974 prospects are evaluated: the Tigers have 
more experienced ballplayers coming back, the Tigers’ oppon- 
ents do not.
